12. (Original) Composition according to Claim 10, characterised in that the 
content of cyclodextrins in the composition is 0.01-20.0% by weight, 
preferably 0.05-10.0% by weight, particularly preferably 0.1-5.0% by 
weight, in each case based on the total weight of the composition, and the 
content of compounds of the formula II in the composition is 0.01 to 20% 
by weight, preferably 0.05 to 1 0% by weight and particularly preferably 0. 1 
to 5% by weight, based on the composition as a whole, where the the 
proportion of the compounds of the formula II in the composition is very 
especially preferably in the range from 0.1 to 2% by weight, based on the 
composition as a whole.

15. (Currently Amended) Use of a complex compound of the formula I or a 
composition according to at least one of Claims 10 to 13 Claim 10 for 
prophylaxis against time- and/or light-induced ageing processes of the 
human skin or human hair, in particular for prophylaxis against dry skin, 
wrinkling and/or pigment defects, and/or for the reduction or prevention of 
damaging effects of UV rays on the skin. 

16. (Currently Amended) Use of a complex compound of the formula I or a 
composition according to at l e ast on e of Claim s 10 to 13 Claim 10 for 
prophylaxis against or reduction of skin unevenness, such as wrinkles, fine 
lines, rough skin or large-pored skin.
